Pay to 
Doctor Sick 
Fowls. 


Time 
spent 
on 
diseuse 
infected 
flocks of poult y, as a general thing, 
is tim e wasted. 
This, of course, does 
not apply to local sporadic com plaints 
th at are easily checked and cured, 
but to diseases that are deeply rooted 
und infectious. 
It is frequently the case th at con­ 
sumption in some form exists among 
poultry. 
U is alm ost hopeless to a t­ 
tem pt to stam p out the disease, and 
the sooner such flocks are gotten rid 
of and h ealth y 'ones installed* in their 
places the better. 
Many breeders and farm ers’ wives 
whose fowls are affected, give three 
or four doses of kerosene, a t some 
other home remedy, and then report 
that the medicine did not effect a 
cure. 
The fact is, it may be neces­ 
sary to give medicine every couple 
of hours, and even oftener, in bad 
cases. 
This work, of course, is not 
agreeable to the owner, particularly 
if the birds are of little value. 
W hen roup ap|»ears and does not 
give way to prom pt and heroic tre a t­ 
ment. 
and 
frequent 
dosing, 
the 
chances are that such fowls will a l­ 
ways give trouble. 
In such cases it 
is a com paratively easy m atter to be­ 
gin anew with |H>ultry. 
The cheaper and safer way is to 
take all the affected birds to some 
locality, 
kill 
them , 
for sometim es 
the disease Is deeply rooted in the 
blood of the fowls and will rem ain, 
says the N orthw estern A griculturist. 
The safest aud best method, there­ 
fore, is to clear off all. thwvold stock 
and thoroughly disinfect the prem ­ 
ises, even to spading the yards. 
A fter this is done, got new stock 
from a flock that is known to be 
healthy, vigorous and free from dis­ 
ease. and see th at none but healthy 
fowls are adm itted to the breeding 
yard thereafter.

is time wasted

not apply to local sporadic complaints 
that are easily checked and cured-, 
but to diseases that are deeply rooted 
and infectious 
It is frequently the case that con- 


sumption in some form exists among 
poultiy. M is almost hopeless to »t 
tempt to stamp out the disease, and 
the sooner su«H flocks are gotten rtd 
of and healthy'ones irisValled'fn their 
places the better 


Many breeders and farmers' wives 


whose fowls are affected, give three 
01 four doses of kerosene, ar some 
othei home remedy, and then report 
that the medicine did not effect a 
cure 
The fact is, It may be necea- 


nar> to give medicine every couple 
of houis, and even oftener. In bad 
cases 
This work, of course, is not 


agieeable to the owner, partlculaily 
if tho birds ate. of little value 


Whon roup appears and does not 


give waj to piompt and heroic treat 
ment, 
and 
frequent 
dosing, 
the 


chances are that such fowls will hl- 
wavs give trouble 
In such cases it 


is a comparatively easy matter to be- 
gin anew with poultry 


The cheaper and safer way Is to 


take all the affected biids to some 
localltv. kill them, for sometimes 
the disease la deeplv rooted in the 
blood of the fowls and will remain, 
says the Noithwesteiu Agriculturist 
The safest and best method, there- 
loie, is to clear off all-thevold stock 
and thoroughly disinfect the prem 
Ibes. oven to spading the vards 


After this Ib done, get new stock 


from a fiock that is known to be 
healthy, vigorous and free from dls 
ease, and see that none but healthy 
fowls aie admitted to the breeding 
\ard theieafter
